from which 162,000 persons diod in 
Austria and 172,000 in Prussid

adopted

vaccination and enforced it while Aus- 
tria. did not. In the next twenty years 
239, SOn died of smallpox In Austria 
and S 100 in Prussia 
But tho loss in 


Frussl v was almost entirely in the first 
decade before the full effect of the 
law was reached In the ten years from 
18S6 to 1896 the deaths from smallpox 
In the Geiman Emplie were less than 
1,000, In Austria 
during tho 
same 


time, with 8,000,000 less population 
the cle iths from the same cause were 
76,590
